ON EUROPEAN GRAIN TRADE. 
Patten's Brother Returns After Mak- 
ing Survey wf Situation. 


New York, Aug. 2i\—Geo, W. Patten, 
brother of James A. Patten, the wheat 
operator, who returned yesterday on 
the steamship Zealand, of the White 
Stur line, commented briefly on the 
conditions of the markets as he found 
them in Europe. 

“The European grain. trade,” he 
said, “‘is watching the market very 
closely. It is depending largely for 
its supply npon Kuasia, Canada and 
the Argentine. 

“The prevailing impression seems 
t6 be that the Russian crop will be 
liarger thd#m usuai and that rather 
more wheat will be exported from the 
country. The Argentine ¢rop was 
sown very late because of a drouth 
and the best judges are agreed that 
no estimate of any accuracy can be 
prepared as to the amount of export- 
able wheat there. before November. 
The crop is tikely to be small.
